AEKILO/2 to arrange a meeting for 1700 hours Ik March 1961. The 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss Latvian matters of interest 
to the desk and to provide guidance on his contacts with recent 
Baltic immigrants. 

2. The Case Officer met AEKILO/2 as scheduled in the lobby 
of the Park Sheraton Hotel, 55th Street and Seventh Avenue, New 
York at 1700 hours . A meeting was held in Room 6o4 of the Hotel 
Victoria, 51st Street and Seventh Avenue. AEKJLO/2 submitted the 
following materials: 

a. "A Survey of Recent Developments in Nine Captive 
Countries" March i960 - October i960, published by ACEN 
Secretariat, 29 W. 57th Street, New York 19, N.Y. This 
document demotes some Ik pages to a discussion of Latvia 
vritten in part by AEKXLO/2. This material will be reviewed 
as to its value for briefings and CA activities .

was the source of previous information on Estonian guerrilla 
operations during World War II. While any Baltic members 
of the Detachment are probably known to the Soviets, it is 
possible that PARMING might De a suitable general spotting 
type for the Estonian desk.

3. Having received the materials cited above and thanked 
AEKILO/2 for his , contributions the undersigned then proceeded to 
discuss several items of current interest to the Latvian desk, as 
follows : 
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a. Recently EE/G, via £ ^ has been 

inquiring about the possible presence of a Soviet penetrated 
NAZI element in the ranks of Daug&vas Vanagi. Allegedly 
there is some concern about a Soviet effort to penetrate the 
DV organization through some former pro -Nazi Latvian legion- 
naires who may have sought membership therein. Quite naturally 
the Latvian Desk is duly concerned about any such effort by 
reason of AEKILO/2 being Vice Chairman of the Board of DV 

and the fact that the desk is in contact with other DV members 
such as AECANOE/3 from time to time. The genesis of this 
NAZI element probably goes back to the "Pesftonkrusts 1 * (Swastika 
League) which up to 1934 was an overt Nazi organization in 
Latvia. AEKILO/2, when questioned about the influence of any 
of these former members in DV denied that they had any cohesive 
group within DV or were even members for that matter. He cited 
the Latvian National Center whose Chairman is Janis VINTERS, 
104-75 H4th St., Richmond Hill, L.I., N.Y., as being the 
Latvian organization most closely identified with extreme 
right wirg ideology which might attract former "PeJpnkrusts" 
members. He likened the National Center to the John Birch 
Society in the United States which is an extreme right wing 
organization in its philosophy. The Latvian Desk will keep 
close contact with EE/g to see what, if any, truth there might 
, be in the allegations about possible Soviet penetration of 
DV. Moreover, it appears chat a recent Polish defector has 
stated that the founder of DV, AECANOE/3, was a KGB agent. 

This allegation sounds like a provocation by the RIS which 
aims to destroy AECANOE/3* s position and tr> now doubts in 
DV. It is recalled that the recent c. operation in 

Germany was in part designed to destroy the reputation of the 
head of the Latvian Red Cross in Germany, CT 

b. Regarding KEKSLQ/2's trip to Chicago for DV matters 

and his Journey to Rock Falls, Illinois, to interview Janis 
RAKOVICS p 3 a recent Soviet -Latvian immigrant from 

the Omsk Oblast, the C/0 cautioned AEKILO/2 that RAKOVICS is a 
rather nervous person and no questions about wanting to see 
his documents ahor 1 * ™ised unless RAKOVICS brings up the 

matter. Although C- 3 has already undertaken one debriefing 

of RAKOVICS under Army cover, it is felt that AJSKHO/2 might 
turn up some more information. AEKHO/2 is witting to £ ^ ! e 

visit so he will be careful to confine his interview to matters 
relating to normal interests as a member of several Latvian 
organizations. Some inkling as to how well 1— 3 conducted 

his debriefing will be achieved. 
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c. An assessment of Juris SLESERS was made by AEKILO/2. 

The former was described as a sincere Latvian patriot but a 
rather ineffectual leader in making the Latvian Youth organiza- 
tion an effective organ in promoting the idea of a Free Latvia. 
Apparently SLESERS is more a scholarly type than a good organ- 
izer. (C/0 Comment: Based on an assessment of SLESERS at 

the Buffalo Conference of the Latvian Youth Association on 
11-12 March I96I AEKILO/^’s remark a may be in order. C/0 
will meet SLESERS shortly and see for himself.) 

4, AEKILO/2 was reimbursed in the amount of $7.00 for operational 
expenses incurred in visiting recent Soviet -Latvian immigrants. A 
receipt is on file. 

5* AEKILO/2 will attend a meeting of DV in Indianapolis on 
15-16 April 1961. He will be in Washington for the American Latvian 
Association gathering at the Shoreham Hotel c. 28-29 April 1961. 

6. The meeting concluded following a meal at the Hotel Taft, 

51st Street and Seventh Avenue at approximately 1930 hours. C/0 
accompanied Subject to a nearby Subway station. Ho surveillance 
was observed. The next meeting will be held on call by the under- 
signed. 
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
